American naval commander on the 
Pacific coast, telegraphed to the Ger­ 
man consul at Tepic to Intercede for 
the lives of the federals "for the sake 
of humanity,” but Obregon answered 
the execution of the officers was nec­ 
essary to prevent them making trou­ 
ble in the future. 
The federals 
were taken to the 
cemetery and shot in squads. 
On the score of humanity General 
Obregon's message said: 
"When the assassin, Huerta, mur­ 
dered adero the nations hastened to 
recognize his government and human­ 
ity was forgotten. 
Now that punish­ 
ment is about to overtake Huerta aud 
his minions it Is no time to cry hu­ 
manity.’ " 
The soldiers of the Tepic garrison, 
for whose lives also the American ad­ 
miral interceded, were paroled.

Presbyterian General Assembly Goes 
on Record.

The prohibition question is a live 
subject nil over the country, and the 
Judicially committee has simply passtnl 
over to the committee on rules the 
pressure that was brought to bear upon

Now it is the commit­ 
tee on rules which bears the brunt of 
the’ active prohibitionists, who would 
like to see a special rule made for con­ 
sideration of the' Hobson resolution. 
The committee steadfastly refuses to 
report any such resolution until di­ 
rected by the Democratic caucus. 
Whether the Democrats in caucus 
will direct a report or not is yet one 
of the problems of the future. 
There

the resolution who think it would be 
better to bring It up ;U>d kill it at this 
session and stop the agitation rather 
than allow it to go through the cam 
paign next fall, leaving them under the 
charge of dodging after the judiciary 
committee had reported the bill.
